1 to Charge of Assaulting FBI Man 


(|^ar1ns Marnsll n entered a 
‘ plea of innocent Wednesday to 
a federal indictment charging 
him with assaulting an agent 
of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation at New Orleans In- 
ternational Airport Sept. 30, 
1966. 

Marcello entered the plea on 
a superseding indictment which 
was returned by a new federal 
grand jury which was selected^ 
in conformity with a recent 
opinion of the United States 
Fifth Circuit Court of Appeals 
holding that federal juries must 
be selected in a manner to re- 
flect a broader cross section of 
the community. 

An indictment charging Mar- 
cello with the same offense had 
been returned by a previous 
grand jury. 

The alleged . incident took 
; place on the night of Sept. 30, 
1966, after Marcello arrived 
from New York where he was 


arrested in the borough of 
Queens along with 12 other 
persons. 

He allegedly threw a punch 
at FBI agent Patrick^JjjCoUms ' 
Jr., and missed, but then threw 
another punch at the agent. 

The plea was entered for Mar - 1 
cello by attorneys ^^c2^ 1 
Maroun a nd G^^ajj^ill who 
were granted ^0 days by District 
Judge Frederick J. R. Heebe 
to file technical pleadings. As- 
sistant United States Attorney 
Fritz Veters did not object to 
the delay. i 
MarceUo was ordered released 
under the same $5000 bond he 
posted on the first indictment, j
